CORNELL'S NEW SCHOOL. 


The opening at Cornell University of the 


first special school of marine engineering and 
naval architecture in the United States may 
doubtless be considered an event of more 
than casual interest in the educational and 
scientific world. Since 1885, when the present 
director of Sibley College, Professor Robert 
II. Thurston, 
was installed, 
the objec- 


tive point of 
tho administration of the 


college has been 
to establish, 
as they 


may be called 
for, and as the progress 


of the university may .permit, a system of 
advanced.sehools of special branches of me- 
chanical engineering. 
The time seeming 


ripe for such a step, the board of trustees 
voted to organize the school of marine engi- 
neering and naval architecture in October, 
1SUO. The intervening time has been occu- 
pied in perfecting the organization and se- 
curing the staff of specialists. Some work 
has been done in tho school during tho pres- 
ent year, but the regular course will begin 
with the opening of the next college year. 


That the instruction in the school will be 


thoroughly technical and practical will be seen 
at once from the character of the faculty and 
the plans and courses announced. A two years' 
course will be open to graduates of the lead- 
ing technical colleges and schools of the 
United States, so arranged that any student 
in Sibley College in mechanical engineering 
may take the flrst year in marine engineering 
as his senior year, and so complete the entire 
undergraduate and graduate work in live 
years. Much of the work iu mathematics, 
drawing, etc., naturally falls to professors al- 
ready employed in other departments, ac- 
dording to the general policy of the universi- 
ty not toduplicate work in itsvariousschools. 
i'or the special technical work of the school, 
however, two specialists have been secured' 
Professor William F. Durand, Ph.D., is prin- 
cipal of the school, and associate professor

DEATH OF GENERAL GEORGE W. CUL- 


LUM, U. S. A. 


General George W. Cullum, Dnitod States 


army, corps of engineers and volunteers, re- 
tired, died a: bis home in Now York lost 
evening of pneumonia. 
He was born Febru- 


ary 23, 1809; was admitted to West Point as a 
cadet from Pennsylvania, and graduated 
third in his class on June 30, 1S83.

ant of engineers, brevet. 
He received

commission in 1836, and was 


commissioned captain in 1838.', From;1833 to 
to 183S he served under Colonel Totten In the 
construction of Fort Adams aud other fortifi- 
cations near Newport, New London, Conn., 
and in Boston harbor. In 1848 Captain Cul- 
lum was appointed instructor of practical en- 
gineering at the United States Military Acad- 
emy at West Point. On Juno 23 of that year 
he was 
made commandant 
of 
sappers, 


miners 
and 
pontoniers. 
As 
such 


he organized tho pontoon 
trains 
that 


went 
to 
the 
front 
in 
tho Mexican 


War. In1853 he undertook for the Treasury 
Department tbe construction of tho Assay 
Offlco in Now York city. At a later period ho 
was in charge of the coast defences, llesuper- 
.ntended the construction of fortifications at 
Charleston, S. C., New Bedford, Newport, 
New London and at and about Fort Hamil- 
ton and the eastern entrance to New York 
harbor. 


Ho served in the war on the staff of Gener- 


al Scott, and was promoted to colonel on tho 
itaff and major of. engineers in tho army on 
August 0,1301. On tbe retirement of Gener- 
al Scott, November 1, 3SC1, Colonel Cullum

From September, 
ISM, to August, 1800, he was superintendent 
of the .Military Academy. Ho was breveted 
colonel, brigadier and major general for 
neritorious services during tho rebellion, on 
Uarch 13,1805, and mustered out of tho vol- 
inteor service on September 1, 1800. From 
1SII7 until January 13, J874, when he was ro 
tired froni active service, General Cullum 
was a.member of the board for tho construc- 
tion and

dressmaking, and will have a class for train- 
ing librarians. One of the qualifications for 
entrance to the classes is a good elementary 
English education, the equivalent of a. gram- 
mar school course of study.

One girl believed that factory girls made bet- 
ter wives, "as they had never lived on sirloin 
beef," and didn't compare their homes with 
palaces that they had lived in. 


A girl who favored domestic service thought 


that no woman who lived iu her own homo, 
and was tho right kind of daughter and sister, 
had ail her own time and was perfectly inde- 
pendent. She believed that a girl with firm- 
ness need look to but one head in the house- 
hold, and that by planning wisely the number 
of interruptions that interfered with comple- 
ted work could be greatly reduced. More 
money could ulso be saved than In occupa- 
tions 
where low wages 
were paid, tho 


expense for clothing was not as great, aud 
the employment healthful. It was iu the 
simple household where not more than one or 
two servants are kept that these girls believed 
there was the most satisfactory life for the 
domestic. When a vote was taken, a majori- 
ty declared in favor of domestic service for 
those who had no homes or whose homes were 
not satisfactory.—("New York Post.

The original weightof 
the Imperial diamond in its rough state was 
457 carats. 
From this block a portion of 45 


carats was at once detached, aud cut into a 
brilliant of 20 carats, which was sold long 
ago. The remaining block of 412 carats was 
sent to Amsterdam about ten years ago, 
whcro, under tho personal direction of three 
of the Drst lapidaries of the town, it was cut 
down to its present size of ISO carats.

ou which it was placed being lowered into 
the ground at night and protected by an Iron 
door.—I London Times. 


NOT BO CHUKL, AFTEK ALL. 


A good deal of sentiment is expended upon 


caged birds. 
From tender hearts, and from 


others not so tender, we often hear, "I can't 
bear to keep a bird In a cage I" 
Now, with- 


out in anyway advocating tho caging of birils, 
1 must say that there are two sides to this, as 
to most questions. 


It is true tho captive is at the mercy of his 


owner, his food depends upon some one's 
memory, his comfort, his very life, arc in the 
power of another; but tho same is true of the 
honscholU.dog aud cat, still moro of the horse. 
Moreover, tho last-named animal Is so much 
worse off, that ho Is made to work, aud often 
sadly abused by his owner, yot wo hear llttlo 
sympathy expressed for hie state of slavery. 


It Is cruel to capture »u adult bird accus- 


tomed to froodoni and to caring for hluuwlf, 


and confine him iu * cage; it U worse than 
crueli It is brutal, to neglect to provide care- 
fully tor his comfort whuti thus imprisoned, 
llut that a captive bird, propurly caught' and 
prouerly cherished, must necessarily by uu- 
!'»P»y, I emphatically douy, aud my opinion' 
l» bt'sod upon several years' close jiudy at 
blr^u iu conlluomuut. 
'<. 


By "properly caught," I.-ineau taiceu from 


the nest, or whou just out'of it. By "properly 
cherished," 1 mean not only M and watered 
as regularly and carefully as wo' attend to 
our own physical uoeds, but Iu every other 
way maue as happyas is possible/' by loving 
attention aud thoughtful consideration. 


As to tho canary, born in a can", of caged 


aucostrv, he Is utterly incapacitated for free- 
dom, bo far from being a kinduoss to givo 
him his liberty, it is a positive cruelty. 
11« 


has uovor sought food or shelter, ho has no 
notion of doing either, and ho must inevita- 
bly i>erlBh. 
Birds that uavo been taken from 


tho nest are iu a similar condition of igno- 
rance. Unless kept in captivity a very short 
time, and afterward supplied with food till 
they learn to garo for themselves, lo thrust 
them out is like taking n child brought up In 
luxury and forcing him into tho atreot.s to 
pick up his OWH living. This comparlsou is 
not at tho least exaggerated. 
A young bird 


is taught by his parents whore aud how to 
get his food. Close observers may sco this 
instruction going on all summer, when ucst- 
iug is over aud young birds are out. lf,thcu, 
this period of instruction is passed in a house, 
aud he. is adult when turned adrift, thoro is 
no ono to teach him, aud he must learn by 
hard experience, or die iu the attempt. 


1 have read stories of children Doing in- 


duced to sot frcfi their petfl because they 
would bo happier. One in particular 1 re- 
memixjr, because I was so indignant about 
it. whcro tho bird refused to bo left iu Iho 
park, bat flow back several times and alight- 
ed on its owners, and they actually had to 
scheme to get away from it. It was told ae a 
self-sacriliciug and virtuous deed, when, as 
a matter of fact, it was undoubtedly pure 
cruelty, aud that bird, accustomed to care 
and shelter, probably died of want and 01- 
posure. 


Another use of a caged bird.or any captive, 


that is of great value as I look at it, is the 
opportunity it gives for lessons in considera- 
tion and care for others, and love and kind- 
ness to animals. It .has been ascertained by 
statistics, carefully gathered from training 
schools and prisous, that Tory few iuon who 
in boyhood owned or cared for a pet animal, 
or who were instructed In kindness to the 
lower orders, arc to be found among crimi- 
nals. This fact, which should not astonish us 
when wo think of the elovatiug tendency of 
unselfishness, puts into the hands of parents 
and teachers a powerful weapon for good. 
Not ouly does the pet bird or beast entertain 
and amuse the boy, but, under proper direc- 
tion, it trains him in gentle ways, iu a sense 
ot justice, and it goes far to insure an honest 
life.—[Olive Thome Miller.in Harper's Bazar.
